liquor license applicat'on does uot 
properly appreciate the danger of 
liquor to himself and the community. 
He is, therefore, not a safe employe 
for a concern demanding efficiency. 


"Indulgence in the use of liquor IB 


a menace to all business interests," 
declared Mr. George S. Shimer, pres- 
ident of the Milton Manufacturing 
company. 
"If the employes should 


be protected by the employer, why 
should not the employer be as wsll 
protected by the employe? Our em- 
ployes have congratulated us upon 
the step we have taken." 


It might be staled that this same 


idea Is spreading all over the coun- 
try. 
Men who are working for big 


concerns have been insistent IB their 
demands that when a workman is in- 
jured or killed In a mill or factory 
that the company should be respon- 
sible for the support of the mans 
family in case he is killed, and the 
man himself in case he is injured In 
suoh a manner as to prevent him from 
making a living for his family.. 


So urgent have become these de 


mands that in many states laws have 
been passed that allow a man or his 
family to recover from the company 
without the trouble of a lawsuit. It 
did not take the companies long to 
discover that a man under the influ- 
ence of liquor was more liable to be 
injured than a man who .was per- 
fectly sober, and the result has been 
that they are refusing to employ 
men who are addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors. 


It may be against the ideas of per- 


sonal liberty for a company to say 
that their men cannot drink, but if 
this is a fact the men h'ave brought 
on themselves. 
Facts are stubborn 


things and it is pretty hard to get 
away from them, and the big com 
panies cannot be blamed for protec- 
ting themselves in a matter of Ibis 
kind.

regard to prohibition, but they take 
the stand that the man who sigm a 
liquor license applicat'on does not 
properly appreciate the danger of 
liquor to himself and the community. 
He Is therefore, not a. safe employe 
for a concern demanding efficiency. 
"Indulgence in the use of liquor is 
a menace to all business interests, 
declared Mr. George S. Shimer, pres- 
ident of the Milton Manufacturing 
company 
"If the employes should 


be protected by the employer, why 
should not the employer be as well 
protected by the employe? Our em- 
ployes have congratulated us upon 
the step we have taken." 
It might be stated that this same 
idea is spreading all over the coun- 
try 
Men who are working for big 
concerns have been Insistent in their 
demands that when a workman is In- 
jured or killed in a mill or factory 
that the company should be .respon- 
sible for the support of the zuatrs 
family in case he Is killed, and the 
man himself in case he is Injurea !n 
such a manner as to prevent him from 
making a living for his family.. 
So urgent have become these de 


mands that in many states laws have 
been passed that allow a man or nls 
family to recover from the company 
without the trouble of a lawsuit. It 
did not take the companies long to 
discover that a man under the Influ- 
ence of liquor was more liable to De 
Injured than a man who .was per- 
fectly sober, and the result has been 
that they are refusing to employ 
men who are addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors, 
It may be against the ideas of per- 
sonal liberty for a. company to say 
that their men cannot drink, but )f 
this is a fact the men have brought 
on themselves. Facts are stubborn 
things and it is pretty hard to get 
away from them, and the big com- 
panies cannot be blamed for protec- 
ting themselves in a matter of this 
kind.

Company is soon to place on the mar- 
ket a tractor for use on the farm. 
The list price of the tractor will be 
about $200. It is said that it will 
take the place of six horses 'n oper- 
ating disc harrows or gang plows.

25-1915, 


Man's Right Seems to Be Determined 


by Court and Not by His 


Lawyer. 


Ought an advocate to defend a pris- 


oner whom he believes to be guilty? 
Mr. Justice Darling, In a recent c'ssa 
n which a solicitor was the plalntlfl, 
made some observations on this farnll- 
ar problem which ought not to go 
unrecorded. 
He protested, says the 


London Globe, against the notion that 
a lawyer, whether barrister or solic- 
itor, was under an obligation to ceasa 
to conduct a case which he realizes 
to be bad. 


"If an advocate, in the course of a 


trial for murder, comes to recognize 
that his client Is guilty, is he." asked 
the learned Judge, "to say to the court, 
'Hang my client'?" Judges have sel- 
dom asked about the ethics of advo- 
cacy in open court. It was, however, 
In a considered judgment in the court 
of exchequer that Baron Bramwell 
made his famous contribution to the 
discussion. 


"A man's rights," said the baron, 


"are to be determined by the court, 
not by his advocate or counsel. It is 
for want of remembering this that fool- 
ish people object to lawyers that they 
will advocate a case against their own 
opinions. A client is entitled to say to 
his counsel: 
'I want your advocacy, 


not your judgment; I prefer that of 
the court.'" Mr. Justice Darling, in 
tho jargon of the courts, concurs. 


Laymen have usually been readier 


than lawyers to discuss the ethics of 
advocacy. "What do you think of sup- 
porting a cause you know to be bad?" 
Everybody knows Doctor Johnson's 
reply when Boswell asked him this 
question. "Sir, you do not know It to 
be good or bad till the judge deter- 
mines It."

COUNSEL AND GUILTY CLIENT 


Man's Right Seems to Be Determined 


by Court and Not by His 


Lawyer. 


Ought an advocate to defend a pris- 


oner whom he believes to be guilty? 
Mr. Justine Darling, in a recent ciise 
in which a solicitor was the plaintiff, 
marie some observations on this famil- 
iar problem which ought not to go 
unrecorded. He protested, says the | 
London Globe, against the notion that ' 
.1 lawyer, whether barrister or solic- 
itor, waa under an obligation to ceaso 
to conduct a caso which he realizes 
to bo bad. 


"If an advocate, in the course of a 


trial for murder, comes to recognize 
that his client is guilty, is he." ashed 
the learned judge, "to say to the court, 
•Hang my client'?" Judges have sel- 
dom ashed about the ethics of advo- 
cacy In open court. It wan, however, 
in a considered judgment in the court 
of exchequer that Baron BramweH 
made his famous contribution to the 
discussion. 


"A man's rights," said the baron, 


"are to be determined by the court, 
not by his advocate or counsel. It \t, 
for want of remembering this that fool- 
ish people object to lawyers that they 
will advocate a caso against their own 
opinions. A client is entitled to say to 
his counsel: 
'I want your advocacy, 


not your judgment; I prefer that of 
the court.' " Mr. Justice Darling, in 
the jargon of the courts, concurs. 


Laymen have usually been readier 


than lawyers to discuss the ethics oE 
advocacy. "What do you think of sup- 
porting a cause you know to be bad?" 
Everybody knows Doctor Johnson's 
reply when Boswell asked him this 
question. "Sir, you do not know it to 
be good or bad till the judge deter- 
mines It." 


Less generally known is Sydney 


Smith's contribution to the discussion. 
"Justice is found experimentally to be 
most effectually promoted by the op- 
posite efforts of practiced and ingen- 
ious men presenting to the selection of 
an Impartial judge the best argu- 
ments for the establishment or ex- 
planation of truth. 
It becomes, then, 


under such an arrangement the decid- 
ed duty of an advocate to use all the 
arguments in his power to defend the 
cause he has adopted and to leave 
the effects of those arguments to the 
judgment of others." This was said 
in an assize sermon tho famous wit 
preached at York in 1S2-1, to which

dltion between fruit stored promptly 
after picking, say not more than twc 
days later, and otherwise comparable 
lots of which the storage is delayed (en 
days or two weeks.

especially injurious during n period ol 
warm, humid -weather.

fruit at withdrawal from storage is 
riper, yellower und duller than the cor

The Importance of 
eliminating all avoidable delay in stoi

Thlity-one to 82 degrees F. is tin 


standard storage temperature for ap

temperatures permit the ripening of 
the fruit to advance more rapidly than 
at 31 to 32 degiecs F., with the resuli 
that the fruit at these temperature;

For a short storage 


period higher temperatures may be

For a few days after 


feeding the hogs should receive cooling 
laxative food. They should be remov- 
ed to clean, uiiinfected pens, where 
there Is plenty of shade, aud Uept free 
1'rotu lice and worms. 


The following remedy for worms, 


which has been used with success by 
local agents iu the south, is suggested 
by the Kentucky experiment station: 


Santonin, two and a half grains; nrer-a. 


nut. 
one dram; calomel, oue grain: 


sodium carbonate, oue dram. 


This is the dose for each 100 pounds 


of live weight. It should be given on 
nn-empty stomach, preferably in slop 
-in.the evening, when the hog has been 
without food for twelve to twenty-four 
hours. The following morning a dose 
of epsom salts should be given each 
hog.

In spite ot this fact very serious mis 
both in storage and in transit to mar 
Icet are the work ot fungi of this type, 
and the largest contributory cause in 
all cases Is bruising or skin Im-iiklnp 
.suffered by tbe fruit In the picking and 
packing operations. 


There is n marked difference In con- 


dition between fruit stored promptly 
after picking, say not more than two 
days later, and otherwise comparable 
lots ot which the storage is delayed ten 
days or two weeks. 
Such delay is 


especially injurious during a period of 
warm, humid weather. 
The delayed 


fruit at withdrawal from storage Is 
riper yellower und duller than the cor- 
respon'dlug "Immediate" stored 
fruit 


and in addition develops more serious 
scald and decay. 
The importance of 


eliminating all avoidable delay in stor 
ing cannot be too strongly emphasized 


Thirty-one to 22 degrees F. Is the 


standard storage temperature for ap- 
ples und this has been found to be best 
for long keeping of the fruit. Higher 
temperatures permit the ripening of 
the fruit to advance more rapidly than 
at 31 to 32 degrees F.. with the result 
that the fruit ut these temperatures 
reaches the end of its storage life 
much sooner. In addition the lower 
temperature retards most effectivelj 
the development of fungus decays ami 
skin'.blemishes. 
For a short storage 


period higher temperatures may be 
used without serious trouble, especial 
Iv with the better keeping varieties 
but for long keeping 31 to 32 degrees 
F. will best maintain, the color, qualit} 
and texture of the fruit 


Hauling Minure. 


The fall Is a good time to top dress 


the laud. Well rotted manure can be 
spread on at ths rate of eight or tea 
tons per acre. It should be thorough 
ly intermixed with the soil so as to 
insure a qnlck decay. 
The organic 


matter aids in improving tbe physica 
condition of the soil and at the same 
time adds valuable plant food. Munm. 
also helps the light and sandy soils. A 
top dressing will prevent tlw.soll from 
blowing In the spring. It will increas 
the moisture holding power and alsi 
the producing power.—Better Farming 
Association of South Dakota.

Berlin, June 17.—Main headquarters 


gave out the following report on Tues- 
day! 


The open town of Karlsruhe, which 


is far from the theater of operations 
And not In any way fortified, was at- 
•tacked with bombs dropped by enemy 
airmen. 
Eleven civilians were killed 


and ill Injured. One of the aircraft 
was brought down by our military air- 
men and the occupants killed. An- 
other of the enemy aircraft was 
obliged to land near Schlnneck. 


In the western theater a further de- 


feat was suffered by the French. 
In 


Ispite of the heavy (oases they sus- 
Italned on Juno 13 they continued to 
(attempt to break through our line be- 
tween Lleven and Arras. The attack 
broke down everywhere, with cxtreme- 
'ly heavy losses 


Northwest of the Moulin Sous Tou- 


vent we have not yet succeeded In re- 
gaining the portions of trenches lost 
by us on the 6th. 


In the Champagne, north of Perthes 


and Lesmesnil, the fighting continues, 
but the enemy has been unable to gain 
any advantage. 


Our troops have advanced on the 


front from Lopowo to Kalwarla, cap- 
turing the Russian advanced trenches. 


On the Orkycz we stormed and took 


the village of Gadmoroszec, to the 
Routhenat of Chorzelo, as well as Czer- 
wonagera and the bridges at that po- 
sition. Attacks by the enemy against 
the point where we broke through 
north of Bollmow have failed. 


In the southeastern theater the 


enemy, who was defeated ou June 13 
and 11 by the army of General von 
Mackensen, has been unable to gain a 
footing In the positions prepared by 
him. To the northeast of Jaworow the 
enemy has been driven.

Milwaukee, Wls., June 15—Eighteen 


persons nro known to be dead, and re- 
ports of sixty injured filtered in here 
over partially rebtoied means of com- 
munication, as the result of the vio- 
lent tornado storm which swept Wis- 
consin Saturday night from the Mis- 
sissippi river to Lake Michigan. 


The storm struck most violently in 


the neighborhood of Ferryvlllo, Wls , 
where seven persons were killed and 
eighteen injured, some of whom may 
die. At Lansing, la., just across tbe 
Mississippi from Ferryvillc, five were 
killed and thirteen injured 


Two persons were killed at Racine, 


Wis, and three at Reedsburg. Of tbo 
eight others Injured at Reedsburg, two 
were reported to be dying today. One 
person was killed and three hurt at 
Baraboo, Wls. Other cities where the 
storm caused the Injury of residents 
were Oshkosh, Madison, Tunnel City,

Noncontraband Goods Are Not 


Subject to Seizure. 


Washington, June 
14.—The new 


American note to Great Britain on the 
rights of neutral commerce will make 
the same demand of that government 
that the United States has already 
made to Germany—namely, that she 
shall adhere to the recognized princi- 
ples of international law in her treat- 
ment of American citizens and their 
property. 


The state department is now en- 


gaged in preparing data for the use 
ot the president and Secretary 
of 


State Lansing In the construction of 
the note to Great Britain. The note 
will soon be ready for dispatch to Lon- 
don. 


While reiterating its earlier state- 


ment that this government might ba 
ready to admit that the old form of 
"close" blockade is no longer practi- 
cable, the note will maintain, on two 
points, that Great Britain's present 
method of blockade Is illegal. These 
points will be: 


That Great Britain can find no war- 


rant in International law for extend- 
ing her blockade to the ports of neu- 
tral countries adjoining the enemy 
territory. 


That her blockade does not operate 


against traffic between Scandinavian 
and Danish ports and Germany Is, 
therefore, in violation of international 
law, which holds that a blockade 
must apply to all countries alike. 


The note will then indicate the 


practices of Great Britain with re- 
gard to American commerce, which It 
regards as direct violation of interna- 
tional law. 


This government will state its un 


derstnnding of the law to be that non- 
contraband, even if bound for ap 
enemy port, is not subject to interfer 
ence unless a legal blockade is main- 
tained; that contraband, if destined 
for the territory of the enemy, is sub- 
ject to seizure, and that conditional 
or relative contraband Is subject to 
seizure if intended to be used by tin 
enemy government, but is not subject 
to interference, beyond examination 
if intended for the civil population. 


Great Britain's claim that she la 


prepared to pay for these cargoes al 
the price in which the contracts wera 
made will be answered by the state- 
ment that she has no legal right tc 
compel American owners of goods to 
sell to her.

Long and Stormy Session Marks Pas- 


sage of Hotly Contested Measure, 


54 to 38—Two Amend- 


ments Adopted. 


Madison, June 17, 1915. 


After a long and stormy session, 


marked by much sharp debate and a 
call of the house, the assembly con- 
curred in the Ackley water power bill, 
which materially amends the present 
Husting law and will, it is expected by 
water power men, result in a decided 
Increase in the development of water 
powers in Wisconsin. The vote on con- 
currence in the bill was 54 to_38. 


The assembly adopted two amend- 


ments to the Ackley bill. One by As- 
semblyman Nordman provides that the 
grantee of a permit shall not, if the 
state or a municipality should at any 
time desire to acquire the developed 
power, be entitled to any compensation 
for Increase of value of the power 
when the the permit is granted and the 
time It Is taken over by the state or 
municipality. 


The other amendment was by Mr. 


Woodward and provides that a water 
power company shall be required to 
cancel contracts for the sale of electric 
current to parties outside the state, if 
such contracts interfere with the ade- 
quate service and reasonable rates to 
the people of Wisconsin. 


Oppose Nordman Amendment. 


The minority of the assembly made 


a hard fight for a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the Nordman amend- 
ment was adopted. It was argued that 
the amendment was undesirable be- 
cause it would tend to retard develop- 
ment of water powers. Messrs. Ham- 
brecht, Crosby and Nelson led the 
fight against the amendment and 
Messrs. 
Nordman, Gruenwald 
and 


Minkley for it 
The house finally re- 


fused to reconsider the vote by which 
it adopted the Nordman amendment, 
43 to 50. 


Mr. Nelson then presented an amend- 


ment providing that the owner of a 
water power should receive just com- 
pensation for It at the time it was 
taken over by the state or municipal- 
ity. This amendment, it was claimed 
by the majority, would practically null- 
ify the Nordman amendment. The Nel- 
son amendment was rejected, 41 to 52. 
Speaker Whittet said he believed that 
true 
conservation of water power 


meant the use of such power and not 
the waste of it by allowing it to run 
away unharnessed 


A motion bv Carl Hansen to non- 


concur in the bill failed, 41 to 52. The 
bill was then ordered engrossed and 
read a third time by a viva voce vote.

The assembly ordered engrossed the 


Cretney bill, providing that graduates 
of any free high school of the state, 
with a four year course of study, shall 
be admitted to the state university 
without examination, whether the high 
school is on the accredited list or not. 


The Faircliild bill, authorizing the li 


censing of ncorporated clubs, was or- 
dered to third reading. 


The senate sent to engrossment the 


woman's suffrage bill, 16 to 13. The 
senate took up the other two woman 
suffrage bills and indefinitely postpon- 
ed them.

CHANGES THE HUSTIN6 LAW 


Long and Stormy Session Marks Pas- 


sage of Hotly Contested Measure, 


54 to 38—Two Amend- 


ments Adopted. 


Madison, June 17, 1915. 


After a long and stormy session, 


Barked by much sharp debate and a 
call of the house, the assembly con- 
curred In tho Ackley water power bill, 
which materially amends the present 
Busting law and will, It is expected by 
water power men, result in a decided 
Increase in the development of water 
powers in Wisconsin. The vote on con- 
currence in the bill was 54 to.38. 


The assembly adopted two amend- 


ments to the Ackley bill. One by As- 
semblyman Nordman provides that the 
grantee of a permit shall not, if the 
state or a municipality should at any 
time desire to acquire the developed 
power be entitled to any compensation 
for increase of value of the power 
when the the permit is granted and the 
time it is taken over by the state or 
municipality. 
The other amendment was by Mr 


Woodward and provides that a water 
power company shall be required to 
cancel contracts for the sale of electric 
current to parties outside the state, it 
such contracts interfere with the ade- 
quate service and reasonable rates to 
the people of Wisconsin. 


Oppose Nordman Amendment. 


The minority of the assembly made

War's Effect on European Newspa- 


pers Is Manifest In the Size of 


the Issues. 


No one can have failed to observe 


liow greatly the size of his daily paper 
has dwindled, how, in fact, everything 
vhich entails the consumption of pa- 
iper exhibits c strict ecoonmy. This Is 
'owing to the shortage of paper due to 
the war, and it is quite possible that 
if Usa war lasts for any considerable 


time practically all English dally pa- 
pers will consist of a single sheet Al- 
ready this step has been necessitated 
in France. 


Some 15,000 tons, of news and white 


paper in reel made from wood pulp 
are consumed each week in this coun- 
try. 
Already the consumption has 


risen 25 per cent owing to the ab- 
normal demand for war news—it would 
certainly have been greater were it 
not for the curtailment in size. Most 
of the paper used in England—about 
11,500 tons—is manufactured, in this 


country, but about 2,600 tons comes 
each week from the continent and 
DOO tons from Newfoundland. 


The former source has already com- 


pletely dried up, the immediate re- 
sult being to send up the price of 
paper which before the outbreak of 
the war was about one penny a pound 
to 1% pence. And it will probably 
rise much higher.—English Exchange.

LITTLE less than a jear ago the

One of tha 


men chosen for this momentous 
task was Thomas Riggs, Jr, of 
the United States coast and ge- 


odetic survey. Mr. Riggs was selected because 
of his familiarity with the region and on account 
of the part he took in running the Alaskan-Ca- 
nadian boundary line, finished but two years ago. 


Associated with Mr. Riggs In the railroad sur- 


vey were Lieut Frederick Mears of the United 
States army and William C. Edes. As a result 
of the work done last summer and data previous- 
ly gathered in the same territory by other ex- 
peditions of the coast and geodetic survey, tho 
route now to be followed is to run in part along 
the Susltna and the Cantwell rivers and through 
the foothills of towering Mount McKinley 
Tho 


experts pi edict great prosperity for the whole 
territory and declare that the ultimate cost of 
$26,800,000 for the system complete will be am- 
ply compensated for by reason of the rebuking 
benefits. 


Whatever may bo the ultimate economic sig- 


nificance of this government-owned railroad in 
Alaska, there should be no question about our 
present interest in the work done in running 
the preliminary survey and that which will later 
follow as the steel raila are led farther and farth- 
er northward in that rugged region 


From past experience, it has been amply es- 


tablished that surveying In Alaska is apt to ho 
full of thrills. First, the open season is a short 
one and a great deal of action has to ba crowded 
into a brief period by the surveyor. His is not 
the task merely of the explorer who pushes 
ahead by the shortest route to his objective, but 
instead is that of choosing the easiest gradients 
for the intrusive locomotive, spanning the short- 
est valleys and bridging the rivers or torrential 
streams where the foundations or the approaches 
can be built for the least amount of money com- 
patible with present strength and durability 


Some of the most towering peaks in North 


America are in southern Alaska, and 
from 


their snow-clad shoulders In the spring and sum- 
mer the waters flow seaward in great volume and 
with much violence. 
Then the stricken timber 


Is washed down into the flooded channels, and 
this wealth of logs rushes onward like a veritable 
avalanche when the way is clear, or, what is 
even more menacing, these millions ot mighty 
sticks jam in some narrow pass, penning up the 
waters and themselves until ruptured by the 
titanic forces they have halted for the whilo. 
Then as the jam is broken onward tears the 
roaring stream and the whirling timber until tha 
broad reach of some wide channels robs the tor- 
rent of its turbulent fury. 


The surveyors have not only to avoid these 


dangers In planning the right of way and tha 
points for bridging, but their work will demand 
that they actually cross some of these streams 
when blazing the way for the line. The waters 
are Icy and the currents swift, while means of 
rescue are apt to be woefully scant. 


Mr. Riggs has given us some spectacular In- 


stances of the hazards.confronting the civil engi- 
neer in that part of the world, and what has been 
experienced in the past up there is a pretty good 
index of the difficulties to be faced in running the 
line inland from the rail head of the existing 
road, 71 miles long, which will'form the nucleus 
of this great government undertaking 


But torrential rivers loaded with millions ot 


logs are not the only forms of titanic masses 
with which the railroad builder in Alaska has to 
count 
There are the slow marching but irre- 


sistibly advancing mountains of ice, the glaciers, 
and some of these have taken possession of the 
very valleys through which the railroad engineer 
would preferably choose to lead his line. Indeed, 
the Copper River and Northwestern railroad in 
Alaska gives a pretty good notion of some of the 
difficulties to be faced by the surveyors and pro- 
vided for by the government when it comes to 
actual construction. That road is 195 miles long 
and yet In that distance there are nearly 275 
trestles, bridges, tunnels and fills. Indeed, there 
are sections where a mile of construction has 
cost as much as $200,000. 


There is a steel bridge flanked by two glaciers 


that cost a million and a half dollars to build, 
and before a bit of that structure' was reared 
the engineers spent three years in studying tha 
peculiarities of those moving mountains of ice. 


One of the most serious phases of Alaskan sur- 


vey work is the problem of transportation. 
As 


Mr. Riggs says, "There Is food to be carried for 
the party, "which is a big item, and oats for the 
horses. 
At some time during the life of the 


Alaskan boundary survey every known form of 
transportation in the North was used. In sum- 
mer we have been known to adopt the Indian 
practise" and pack dogs. One year, at the close of 
the season, practically all our horses had died, 
and we journeyed down the White river for a 
distance of 190 miles on rafts. 


"Early one May a start was made from White- 


horse, first over a Eo-called wagon road where 
the six-horse wagons were frequently bogged or 
upset, and then after even that semblance of a 
road had disappeared the 50 horses constituting 
our pack train were loaded with the camp outfit 
and supplies. 
Rivers aiid lakes were crossed 


nt great risk on the rotten ice. Seventeen days 
out from Whitehorse tho parly crossed tho last 
remaining Ico bridge on tho White river, and this 
was hardly accomplished ero the gorge broko 
through with a report like that of a hundred can- 
non and went swirling away in the swollen wa- 
ters of that stream." 


In running survey lines in that far-away re- 


gion, Mr. Riggs says: "Rivers filled with danger- 
ous quicksands have to be crossed, mountains 
scaled at the risk of life and limb, and then 
comes drudgery of crossing the 
bottomless 


swamps of tho low lying lands. Horses miro 
down one after another and Ho there with their 
heavy packs mutely gazing at the worn-out 
packer, who after exhausting every known means 
to get the poor beast to its feet gives vent to his 
harrowed feelings in ornato blasphemy." 


The question of provisions Is a vital one, bo- 


cause they go astray at times or a cacho may be 
rifled by Indians or wild animals. The civil en- 
gineers and their parties are seldom able to live 
upon the land. They have to depend upon their 
regular supplies, and more than once a surveyor 
has been reduced to starvation rations and forced 
to mako a hurried trip back to the nearest base. 


Indeed, an instance of thla sort occurred dur- 


ing the boundary survey, and two men were dis- 
patched back in a canoe by way of an unex- 
plored river. They went off with a little bread 
and a small allowance of bacon—hardly enough 
to last for two days. 
On they went, hoping to 


pick up the trail of a following relief party that 
had somehow been delayed. 
Fortunately, this 


was effected just before the canoe turned an 
abrupt bend in the river. Around that bend tho 
stream dipped into a pocket which probably 
would have meant certain death. 


True, In the lowlands of Alaska the summer IB 


hot and the days long, but up In the mountains 
the arctic chill is felt, and the surveyors have 
to go provided with garments to meet these ex- 
tremes, and above all must they have the sturdi- 
est of boots in which to battle over that rug- 
ged country. The surveyor must check his lines 
by suitable triangulations, and to do this it will 
be necessary for him frequently to stand or 
climb where peril surrounds him well nigh on 
every side. Indeed, he will have to hold on by 
his eyelids or be something akin to a human 
fly, and besides getting himself there ho must 
drag along his Instruments. 


But the sun is not overklndly in Alaska, and 


there are heavy and well nigh continual rains, 
especially along tho coast. The surveyor seizes 
upon every clear moment to take panoramic pic- 
tures from definite points, and from these, later 
in the shelter of his camp or the warmth of his 
winter office back In civilization, he works out 
the topography of his line and plans the way for 
the engineers. In lieu of this, he must toil along 
as best he can under the climatic handicaps, and 
by means «f the flashing heliograph he sends hid 
signals War into the haze and talks with his dis- 
tant fellows. 


There Is besides the menace of disease, Thla 


was instanced in the case of the boundary survey 


when an epidemic of smallpox broke out a 
the Indians at Knmpnit HOUBO. 
"We 


In all tho Indians," said Mr Illggs, "forced vacci- 
nation on thorn, Isolated tho diseased nnd Issued 
supplies to the wholo trlbo of about two hundred. 
Ninety-two of the natives developed the fever. It 
was an anxious time, 


"We put all of tho Infected Indians on an 


Island In tho Porcupine and took away their 
boats so they could not get away. A dnlly In- 
spection was made. 
I used to carry a Hack of 


cheap candy to brlbo tho kids to be Inspected. 
After a while they thought it groat Tun. 
Hi- 


turning from among tho Infected Indians wo 
would gst into an airtight tent, stick our heads' 
out of an opening, whllo tho wholo intorlor was 
filled with tho fumes of formaldehyde." 


During that expedition, sent out by tho United 


States government under tho auspices of the 
United States coast and goodetlc mirvcy, one ofr 
tha best surveyors was strlclton with pneumonia. 
Tho country was well nigh barren, and the only 
natural fuel, and that scanty, wag In tho form 
of scrub willows. 
The sick man was virtually 


bound up in his sleeping bag, and for three wcoka 
was unable, by himself, to get out of his extem- 
porized bed. According lo Mr. Hlggs, "We gavo 
him everything wo had in tho way of medicine, 
and still ho recovered." 


Heroism and tho tragic are apt to go hand In 


hand In thus survey work, and .yet tho public 
knows next to nothing about the dangers faced 
by Its servants in that far-away region. Lot us 
cite a single Instance that occurred to one of Mr. 
Rlggs' details. 


It seems a small party of his associates landed 


on an Island In tho Alaska river and had tho uils- 
forrtne to have their canoe swept away by a 
sudden rise of water. 
Binding a few stlckn of 


driftwood together to form a makeshift raft one 
of the men managed to work his way through the 
Icy torrent to tho neighboring mainland. 
After 


thrco days of wandering over precipitous moun- 
tains and slippery glaciers he finally managed to 
crawl to one of the triangular stations or marks. 
He had just strength enough to puib the signal 
out of plumb and then fainted away. 


Happily th« chlof of the local party, some dis- 


tance away, while pausing for the clouds to pass, 
by chance turned his telescope toward the da- 
ranged signal, and finding It out of lino dis- 
patched somo of his people in a canoe to restore 
it. In this manner the exhausted man was dis- 
covered and a rescue party hastened away to 
tha aid of his fellows on the Island; For that 
heroism In the lino of duty the man that breasted 
that frigid stream became ft physical and mental 
wreck. 


The government's railway will open up a very 


rich country. According to experts tha wealth 
that has already been shipped out of tho region. 
Is but the veriest scratchlngs from tho surfaco 
of this vast treasure house of nature. 
But cho 


road In Its building will have to overcome many 
difficulties. The courage, grit and good red blood 
that has been drawn upon In running the sur- 
vey are ample evidence of the character of the 
obstacles that must be battled with In laying tho 
ties running the rails and springing bridges aa 
the line advances. 


Even so, we shall have the route In time, and 


the achievement will add one more record to 
the abounding capacity of our people.

One of tho 


men chosen for this momentous 
task was Thomas Riggs, Jr.. of 
the United States coast and ge- 


odetic survey. Mr. Riggs was selected because 
of his familiarity with the region and on account 
of the part he took In running the Alaskan-Ca- 
nadian boundary line, finished but two years ago. 


Associated with Mr. Riggs in the railroad sur- 


vey were Lieut. Frederick Mears of the United 
States army and William C. Edes. 
As a result 


of the work done last summer and data previous- 
ly gathered in the same territory by other ex- 
peditions of the coast and geodetic survey, the 
route now to be followed is to run in part along 
the Susltna and the Cantwell rivers nnd through 
the foothills of towering Mount McKlnlcy. 
The 


experts predict great prosperity for the whole 
territory and declare that the ultimate cost of 
$26.800,000 for the system complete will be am- 
ply compensated for by reason of the resulting 
benefits. 


Whatever may be the ultimate economic sig- 


nificance of this government-owned railroad in 
Alaska, there should be no Question about our 
present interest in the work dono in running 
the preliminary survey and Hint which will later 
follow as the steel rails are led farther and farth- 
er northward in that rugged region. 


From past experience, it has been amply es- 


tablished that surveying In Alaska is apt to 
b<> 


full of thrills. First, the open season is a short 
one and a great deal of action has to be crowded 
into a brief period by the surveyor. His is not 
the task merely of the explorer who pushes 
ahead by the shortest route to his objective, but 
instead Is that of choosing the easiest gradients 
for the Intrusive locomotive, spanning the short- 
est valleys and bridging the rivers or torrential 
streams where the foundations or the approaches 
can be built for the least amount of money com- 
patible with present strength and durability. 


Some of the most towering peaks In N'orth 


America 
are 
in 
southern Alaska, and 
from 


their snow-clad shoulders in the spring and sum- 
mer the waters flow seaward in great volume and 
with 'much violence. 
Then the stricken timber 


Is washed down into the flooded channels, and 
this wealth of logs rushes onward like a veritable 
avalanche when the way is clear, or, what is 
even more menacing, these millions of mighty 
sticks jam in some narrow pass, penning up tho 
waters and themselves until ruptured by the 
titanic forces they have halted for the whilo. 
Then as the Jam is broken onward tears tho 
roaring stream and the whirling timber until tho 
broad reach of some wide channels robs the tor- 
rent of Its turbulent fury. 


The surveyors have not only to avoid these 


Dangers in planning the right of way and the 
points for bridging, but their work will demand 
that they actually cross some of these streams 
when blazing the way for the line. The waters 
are Icy and the currents swift, while means of 
rescue are apt to be woefully scant. 


Mr Riggs has given us some spectacular in- 


stances of the hazards confronting the civil engi- 
neer in that part of the world, and what has been 
experienced In the past up there Is a pretty good 
index of the difficulties to be faced in running the 
line Inland from the rail head of the existing 
road. 71 miles long, which will, form the nucleus 
of this great government undertaking. 


But torrential rivers loaded with millions of 


logs are not the only forms of titanic masses 
with which the railroad builder in Alaska has to 
count. 
There are the slow marching but rre- 


sistibly advancing mountains of Ice, the glaciers, 
and some of these have taken possession of the 
very valleys through which the railroad engineer 
would preferably choose to lead his line. Indeed, 
the Copper River and Northwestern railroad in 
Alaska gives a pretty good notion of some of the 
difficulties to be faced by the surveyors and pro- 
vided for by the government **en it c°meV£ 
actual construction. That road is 196 miles long 
and yet in that distance there are nearly 275 
trestles bridges, tunnels and fills. Indeed, there 
are sections where a mile of construction has 
cost as much as $200,000. 
There is a steel bridge flanked by two glaciers 


that cost a million and a half dollars to build, 
and before a bit of that structure" was reared 
the engineers spent three years in studying tho 
peculiarities of those moving mountains of ice. 


One of the most serious phases of Alaskan sur- 


vey work Is the problem of transportation. As 
Mr Riggs says, "There is food to be carried for 
Se party' which is a big item, and oats for the 
horses. 
At some time during the life of the 


Alaskan boundary survey every known form of 
transportation in the North was used. I* sum- 
mer we have been known to adopt the Indian 
practice and pack dogs. One year, at the close of 
the season, practically all our horses had died, 
and we journeyed down the White river for a 
distance of 190 miles on rafts. 


•Early one May a start was made from White- 


their corners and In January, 1909, 
immersed them in the water at the 
Boston navy yard. At high tide the 
water almost entirely covers them, but 
at low tide they are completely ex- 
posed. Thus In cold weather the col-

The question of provisions Is a vital one, be-

They have to depend upon their 
regular supplies, and more than once a surveyor 
has been reduced to starvation rations and forced 
to make a hurried trip back to the nearest base. 


Indeed, an instance of this sort occurred dur- 


ing the boundary survey, and two men wcro din- 
patched back in a canoe by way of an unex- 
plored river. 
They went off with a little bread 


and a small Mlowance of bacon—hardly enough 
to last for two days. 
On they went, hoping to 


pick up tho trail of a following relief party that 
had somehow been delayed. 
Fortunately this 


was effected just before tho canoe turned an 
abrupt bend In the river. 
Around that bend tho 


stream dipped Into a pocket which 
probably 


would have meant certain death. 


True In the lowlands of Alaska tho summer Is 


hot and the days long, but up -In tho mountains 
the arctic chill is felt, and tho surveyors havo 
to go provided with garments to meet these ex- 
tremes, and above all must they have tho sturdi- 
est of boots in which to battle over that rug- 
ged country. The surveyor must check.his lines 
by suitable trlangulatlons, and to do this It will 
be necessary for him 
frequently to etand or 


climb where peril surrounds him well nigh on 
every side. 
Indeed, ho will have to hold on by 


his eyelids or be something akin to a human 
fly, and besides getting himself there ho must 
drag along his instruments. 


But the sun Is not overklndly in Alaska, and 


there are heavy and well nigh continual rains, 
especially along the coast. The surveyor seizes 
upon every clear moment to take panoramic pic- 
tures from definite points, and from these, later 
In the shelter of his camp or the warmth of his 
winter office back In civilization, ho works out 
the topography of his line and plans the way_ for 
the engineers. In lieu of this, he must toil along 
as best he can under the climatic handicaps. P-ml
